EXPLOITING THE PHILIPPINES 

Representative John A. Martin has offered to 
resign if he can’t prove the necessity of investigat- 
ing land transactions in the Philippines. A more 
unsavory mass of corruption, graft, exploitation 
and repudiation of the plain intentions of Congress 
it would be difficult to imagine. Only distance 
gave protection in the early stages of the ex- 
ploitation scheme, and now it smells across 600 
miles of ocean. 

Attorney-General Wickersham’s juggling of the 
law for the benefit of the Sugar Trust is a matter 
of official knowledge. It is official, too, that this 
piece of enterprise was followed by a recommenda- 
tion from the President to Congress that it take 
steps to close the doors against a duplication of 
the work of Wickersham. 

That Wickersham violated the spirit of -the 
organic law of 1902 and distorted the spirit of the 
supplemental law covering the subsequently ac- 
quired friar lands by “cutting In two a sentence 
from the friar lands act and reproducing it as a 
complete sentence, while if he had reproduced the 
sentence complete it would have proved the 
reverse of his contention,” seems to have been ade- 
quately proved. 

But these known acts are less important than 
the new disclosures of recreancy on the part of 
the Philippine Government. The policy here has 
been to ignore that part of the organic law re- 
stricting individual land holdings to 40 acres and 
corporation holdings to 2500, to the end and for 
the express purpose of turning the archipelago 
over to ruthless corporate exploiters. 

No sooner was the organic law of 1903 in force 
than the Philippine Commission began appealing 
to Congress to raise the limit for corporations 
from 2500 to 25,000 acres. Failing in this, the 
Philippine Government repealed the limitations 
fixed by its own act as to friar lands—in ac- 
cordance with the policy declared in the organic 
law—and adopted a policy of selling without 
regard to limitations. 

That this was in violation of.the purpose of 
Congress in restricting the holdings of both in- 
dividuals and corporations is at once apparent. 
But worse even than this is the ignoring and de- 
feating of the laudable purpose to have the public 
lands acquired by natives and occupied and tilled 
by them. This was a first step to peace and 
contentment among natives who had been op- 
pressed by tyrannical] land laws for a century and 
had become discontented and unruly in conse- 
quence. But the provisions for the sale of lands 


to natives have been so distorted that only 446 of 


the friar land tenants have ever become owners. 
High rentals have reduced the number of tenants 
so that in the end depopulation will open rich 
areas for corporate purchase. The Havemeyer 
syndicate bought from the Government at an 
annual payment of 82 cents an. acre lands for 
which the native—whose annual earnings average 
$50—must pay rent of $1.82 per acre. Other ex- 
ploiters—some related to high officials—pay from 
6 to 30 cents an acre, while the native pays for 
the same land $1.17. The exorbitant prices asked 
the natives have been effectivo to stop purchases. 
Only 219 natives had purchased any of the 50,- 
000,000 acres of so-called crown lands up to 1908. 
Owning 68,000,000 of a total of 73,000,000 acres, 
and professing to desire individual ownership by 
small farmers, only 665 of 8,000,000 natives have 
ever been able to make a purchase, so nicely have 
the officials manipulated the law. 

It is a noisome affair. Names of rich and in- 
fluential men are connected with every phase 
of it. Graft, stock-jobbing, law-breaking, bribery, 
cheating are a few of the words necessarily used. 
The Republican majority in Congress may refuse 
to investigate. Congressman Martin may be sup- 
pressed. But he will not resign. He is too highly 
charged with cold facts and eloquent figures. 
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President Taft, in arguing for the installation 
of modern business methods in running the Gov- 
ernment, says that at some of the smaller ports 
it costs from $100 to $300 to collect a dollar of 
customs revenue. It costs a good deal to main- 
tain the sacred tariff. 

ONIONS. 

An onion grower in Bermuda has notified the 
Southern Texas Truck Growers’ Association that 
unless the members cease to mark onions grown 
in Texas as “Texas Bermuda Unions” he will ap- 
ply to the Federal courts for an injunction to 
prevent such labeling and will proceed under the 
pure food law against merchants who sell the 
Texas product. He says truthfully that Texas 
onions are not Bermuda onions, although grown 
from the same seed. He declares that the use 
of the word “Bermuda” leads buyers to believe 
that the onions are grown from seed brought 
from Bermuda, which is false. Even the onions 
grown in Bermuda are grown from seed imported 
from Teneriffe, an island off the coast of Af- 
rica. It has been discovered that seeds grown 
in Bermuda do not produce onions with the de 
sired flavor and crispness. 

The sincerity of the Bermuda onion grower is 
shown when one learns that before Texas began 
producing “Bermuda” onions, Bermuda had a mo- 
nopoly and got $2.50 to $3 per crate in the Amer- 
ican markets. Now the price often drops to 50 
cents, which enables the Texas grower to quit 
even while the Bermuda truckman, after paying 
freight and tariff amounting to 45 cents a crate, 
has only 5 cents left for seed, fertilizer, labor 
and rent. 

The Texans argue that “Bermuda” is merely a 
trade name for a variety of onion, that it does 
not mean they are grown in Bermuda any more 
than that a Ben Davis apple was grown by Mr. 
Benjamin Davis. They realize the value of the 
name and will fight for it with all the strength 
in them and their onions. The first “Bermuda” 
onions were grown in Texas only a dozen years 
ago, while last year 1100 cars containing 560,000 
crates, were shipped from Laredo alone,

MR. ROOSEVELT’S RETURN, 


Men entus are governed by thetr tw 
stinct ; Ob ger where instinct leads them; 
and the publi life of a nation is but the Ufe 
of successive generations of statesmen, whose 
horizon ie bounded, and who act from day to 
day as immediate interests suggest. 

The popular leader of the hour sees some 
present difficulty or present opportunity of 
distinction. He deals with each question as 
it arises, leaving future consequences to those 
who are to come after him. The situation 
changes from period to period, and tendencies 
are generated with an‘ accelerating force, 
which, when once established, can never be 
reversed. 

When the control of reason is once re- 
moved, the catastrophe is no longer distant, 
and then nations, like all organized creations, 
all forme of life, from the meanest flower to 
the highest human institution, pass through 
the inevitable recurring stages of growth and 
transformation and decay. A commonwealth, 
says Cicero, ought to be immortal and for 
ever renew its youth. Yet commomoealths 
have proved as perishable as any other natural 
object.—From Froude’s “Caesar.” 

In one of his lectures before the students of Yale 
University Elihu Root gave a matchless definition of 
republican institutions—“‘popular government is or- 
ganized self-control.” 

Those words deserve to be written in letters of gold 
over the entrance to every city hall, over the en- 
trance to every statehouse, over the entrance to 
the national Capitol, over the portals of the White 
House itself—popular government is organized self- 
control. 

And there appeared also in this same lecture by 
Mr. Root a warning that ne student of history 
would lightly disregard: 

“Nevertheless, we must not delude ourselves with 
the idea that the American experimentin govern- 
ment is ended or that our task is accomplished. Our 
political system has proved successful under simple 
conditions. It remains to be seen how it will stand 
the strain of the vast complications of life upen 
which we are now entering.” 


A startling significance is given to Mr. Roet’s ad- 
monition by a paragraph in Rabbi Stephen 8. Wise’s 
article on “The Return of Roosevelt,” printed in the 
June number of the North American Review: 

“Not very long ago it fell to the writer to discuss 
the inexhaustible theme of Rooseveltism with two 
men, one of whom had been in Roosevelt's Cabinet, 
the other being a Wall Street magnate. Each unwit- 
tingly indulged in prophecy. His former lieutenant 
unhesitatingly predicted the re-election of Roosevelt 
and a subsequent change in the constitution which 
would enable him to retain office while he lived. 
Nor was this spoken in jest, for the speaker was 
in grim and almost panicky earnest. ‘But,’ he added 
significantly, ‘Roosevelt will do this, not in the in- 
terests of his own fortunes, but te save his coun- 
try.’ ” 

Whoever he was, the man who advanced this 
amazing proposal had been Elihu Root’s colleague 
and associate in the Cabinet. As prophecy we may 
Gismniss as contemptuously as we please his forecast 
of Mr. Roosevelt's future; but as a reflection of the 
changing attitude of the American people toward 
their system of government it merits sober consid- 
eration. The day is very recent’ when a Cabinet 
officer would seriously suggest that any man be 
made President of the United States for life, and, 
least of all, that any man would become President 
fer life in érder “to save his country.”

Whatever George may be, he is the result of 
the blood flowing in his veins. Servia and her 
rulers have been accursed and no disturbance or 
disgrace can be wholly novel. It is the least 
progressive of the Balkan States, and is noted 
chiefly for shocking intrigues and violence.

BUSY ASSISTANTS 
MAKE THE CALLS 


One Church Has Young 
Woman to Visit Mothers 
and Children. 


CUSTOM .. ABANDONED 








The Rev. Dr. Meeker Moves 
Office Downtown to Be 
Among Men. 





Having heard the Rev. Dr. M. H. 
Lichliter and Prof. Arthur Holmes of 
the University of Pennsylvania berate 
the minister as a mollycoddle and the 
minister’s wife as a gossip, and having 
heard the defense some of the ministers’ 
wives offered in the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
day to these charges, hear now what 
some ministers have to say about that 
honored custom, the pastoral call, and 
its uses. 

Big congregations in cities make the 
round of pastoral calls such a tremend- 
ous task that in most cases preachers 
have to employ assistants to take care 
of this part of the work. This in itself 
goes to show, they contend, that they 
are not being made effeminate by con- 
tact with women members of the con- 
gregation, as Prof. Holmes charged, in 
his talk last Thursday evening before 
the Brotherhood Club of the Union 
Avenue Methodist Church. 

Some pastors have abandoned the 
pastoral call altogether, not having 
time for this round of visits and 
their other duties, too, and in the 
Jewish and Catholic congregations it ia 
an unknown institution. 

Man’s Work for a Man. 

The complaint Prof. Holmes had to 
make was that ministers were com- 
ing to be mollycoddles, and that the 
gossip of women members of their 
congregations, filtering through 
their wives to their ears, tended to 
make them effeminate. The Rev. Dr. 
Lichliter had declared, a few days 
before, that a minister ought to be 
“a man, doing a man’s work,” not 
“superintendents of spiritual hospi- 
tals, nursing religious hypochon- 
driacs.” 

Post-Dispafch reporters obtained 
interviews with some ministers about 
this, and the opinions also of the 
wives of two preachers, to supple- 
ment those printed Friday, after 
Prof. Holmes startled his auditors 
with the criticism he had to offer 
about the ministry. 

No Time for Gossip. 

Mrs. Samuel BE. Ewing, wife of the 
pastor of the Euclid Avenue Baptist 
Church, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday that ministers are not molly- 
coddles, and that the wives of ministers 
are not gossips. 

“The true wife of a minister has no 
time for gossip,’’ she said. “She has her 
duties to perform as a wife and moth- 
er. She is not a preacher, and has no 
interest other than those of a wife and 
mother. 
spend all of the time possible in asso- 
clating with men and getting them in- 
terested in church work. The idea that 
they visit the women members of the 
church exclusively is erroneous. 

‘The women of the church are not 
gossips. The wife of the minister has 
no chance to carry gossip from mem- 
bers to the minister, for the reason 
that whatever is said concerning what 
the preacher does or should do its not 
said in her presence.” 

Wives Have Ideals. 
Mrs. I. A. Humbert, wife of the pastor 
of the Union Congregational Church, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that she 
could recognize a mollycoddle as quick- 
ly as any other woman. She said that 
preachers of the present day are not 
mollycoddles, and that the wives of min- 
isters as a class do not want their hus- 
bands to become what Prof. Holmes 
terms a “‘lovely minister.’’ 
“Most wives of ministers have just 
as definite ideas and ideals of what their 
husbands should be as other women 
have,” she said. “I am sure I would 
not do anything that would tend to 
make my husband a mollycoddle. A 
wife appreciates it when her husband 
becomes a man of affairs. For that 
reason, preachers mingle with men and 
interest them in church work for the 
purpose of becoming broad-minded in 
business ways. Then they more clearly 
understand the members of their con- 
gregation. 
“The wife of a minister helps her hus- 
band, and he seeks her advice. In giv- 
ing that advice the wife influences her 
husband to a certain extent, but no 
woman dislikes a mollycoddle more than 
the wife of a preacher.”’ 
The Rev. Dr. Jacob E. Meeker of the 
Compton Hill Congregational Church 
has abolished the pastoral call. 
“T° moved my office downtown,” he 
said, “in order that I might participate 
in the everyday affairs of the city. My 
personal idea is that the pastor should 
take an active part in the dafly rou- 
tine of the lives of the men to whom 
he must speak. I don’t make pastoral! 
calls. I never did, and wouldn't. In 
ease of particular need I am in the 
home, but otherwise I stay away. I 
have too much to do to spend my after- 
noons in a round of visits to members 
of my congregation. 
“In my opinion the minister fs a pub- 
lic teacher. His duty is to interpret 
the gospel to the modern age. And to 
do that he must understand the mod- 
ern viewpoint. He must mingle with 
men. He must be able to speak with 
understanding to rich and poor, cul- 
tured und uncultured, wise and un- 
wise. 
“YT believe some ministers still fol- 
low pretty faithfully the old cus- 
tom of the pastoral call. They be- 
lieve, I suppose, that it an integra! 
part of ministerial duty. I never 
found time for ft.” 


Gives Attention to Men.

women. He therefore does not come in 
contact with them in a ministerial way, 
and cannot be held te be open to the 
charges made against clergymen of oth- 
er denominations.” 

This condition prevails also in the 
Catholic Church, the Rev. Father Mar- 
tin S Brennan, priest-astronomer of St, 
Lawrence O’Toole’s Parish, said. 

“We do all our work in the church,” 
he said, “through sodalities and socie- 
ties. We never visit our parishioners 
unless there is a call for us en account 
of illness or other trouble. As to the 
charge that ministers are mollycoddles, 
I pay no attention to that. It doesn’t 
worry me a Dit.’

Secretary Saunders Adopts 
“Gum Shoe” System in 
Getting Industries. 


‘PLAN IS SUCCESSFUL 





Philadelphia Tool Company 
Will Erect $1,000,000 
Plant in West End. 





Secretary William Flewellyn Saunders 
of the Business Men's League has 
adopted a silent tread “gum shoe” sys- 
tem in his work ef bringing new fac- 
tories to St. Louis. He declares the sys- 
tem is the best he has tried and that 
results show that rubber heels do bet- 
ter work than brass bands when one is 
trying to land million dollar factories. 

The system ts the result ef discover- 
fes by Beoretary Saunders that finan- 
cial interests in other cities succeed in 
blocking several deals when he thought 
he had factories landed. These inter- 
ests werked through the banks and 
loca] stockholders 

Now the local stockholders don’t 
knew anything about the factory's in- 
tention of moving until Secretary Saun- 
Gers has hooked the fish and has it 
in his dDasket. , 

About 80 new propositions are taken 
up each week by Mr. Saunders by cor- 
respondence. If he-succeeds in landing 
one out of the 39 he considers the per- 
centage high. He says he has four 
large factories now practically assured 
for St. Louis, but some matters of de- 
tail remain to be worked out, and he 
must wear the gum shoes until the 
factory cannot get away. : 

Many replies have been received from 
members of the Business Men’s League 
to the queries asking what kind of fac- 
tory the member believes is most need- 
ed in St. Leuis. 

Elias Michael replied that he consid- 
ered a cotton mill and a tannery to 
be needed more than anything else. 
George W. Brown coincided in Mr. 
Michael’s views regarding these two 
and suggested also a watch factory, 
carpet factery, typewriter factory and 
nail and wire milis. 

Many Factories Are Needed. 

Robert Johnson commented on the 
fact that while more than 2000 women 
are employed by one factory in S8t 
Louis in making men’s shirts, ne biouse 
waists are made in St. Louis.

A MILE A MINUTE 


Racing Machine Constructed 
to Go After Existing 
Speed Records. 


PUPILS WELL TRAINED 





Orders Are Absolute and 
They Are Carried Out to 
the Letter.

MOTOR SPEEDWAY, INDIANAPO- 
LIS, June 18—Archie Hoxsey, one of 
the Wright pupils, revealed an import- 
ant phase of the plans of the famous 
Dayton inventors, when he told the 
writer this morning of a racing aero- 
plane being constructed in the Wright 
shops. The machine is to be entered 
in the International Aeroplane tourna- 
ment at Mineola, Long Island, Oct. 22 
to Nov. & 

In several interviews the Wrights have 
said that they easily could build a mile- 
a-minute flyer. They added that they 
4id not see the necessity for its con- 
getruction. The fact that the flyer is 
new being constructed at Dayton means 
that the Wrights have determined to 
go out after the speed records as well 
as those of height and duration of 
flight. 

All of the Wright machines so far 
constructed have been of the same 
horse-power, 25, and of the same size. 
The speed of these machines is be- 
tween 85 and 40 miles an hour. 


—— Is Fifty Horse ° 
he new machine,” said Hoxsey this 


morning, “differs from the ones we are 
using in two features. It has a smaller 
spread of wing surface, and a &-horse- 
power 8-oylinder engine, instead of the 
2%-horse-power 4cylinder. Hvery other 
detail of the fiyer is the same, 

“The Wrights work everything out on 
paper before they construct a machine, 
and they do it so scientifically that they 
are absolutely accurate in what they 
say a machine will do. They built the 
present machines for a speed net to ex- 
ceed 40 miles an hour, and that is the 
speed they made. They are building the 
new flyer for a speed ef & to 7 miles 
an hour. And she will make that 
speed.” 

There is keen rivalry among the six 
pupils fer the honor of drtving the high- 
speed flyer. Brookins, whose record- 
breaking climb for altitude te 4989 feet 
yesterday, has made him famoeua, is at 
present the star of the Wright corps, 
and weuld seem to be the  \logical 
choice, ; 

But the altitude contest at the inter 
national tournament is considered by 
the Wrights as tmportant as the speed 
contest, and Brookins may be saved fer 
this. Going up after the height record 
is a terrible strain on an aeroplane 
driver and the Wrights may decide that 
Brookins shall try for this event alone. 

All Are to Enter Big Races. 

All of the pupils will be entered in 
the international races. As an indi- 
cation of the care with which the 
Wrights are planning their showing 
at the meet, each of the pupils will 
be trained for certain events, such as 
the altitude, speed, endurance, sharp 
tupyning, quick elimbing and drop- 
ping. 

The training of the Wright pupils 
here interested those who had the 
badges entitling them to admission 
inside the enclosure, as much as the 
exhibitions for the benefit of the 
grand stand.

Not even Orville Wright could have 
turned a sharper and more beautiful! 
turn than Brookins did with a choppy 
wind blewing % miles an hour. Thr 
young aviator turned his craft so sharp- 
ly that it seemed about to turn corn- 
pletely over on its side. But instead 
it went around in a circle of 60 feet 
radius and then straightened out in 4 
beautiful surging movement on the 
eastern leg of the course. 

The Wright brothers gave convincing 
evidence during the meet that high 
winds no longer frighten them. When ® 
rainstorm stopped the antics of Brook- 
ins in the air, the Wrights ordered their 
machines rolled under the cover of the 
aerodome.

NEW YORK, June 18.—Im- 
mediately following the disband- 
ment of the Roosevelt land pa- 
rade this afternoon the city was 
swept by a terrific storm of wind 
and rain, accompanied by thun- 
der and lightning and hail. A 
complete list of the casualties had 
not been gathered but at 11 
o’clock it shows 14 dead and 23 
injured. 

‘Three persons were killed in 
Brooklyn; the upper end of the 
Broadway subway was flooded, 
bringing about a blockade that 


lasted over an hour; the main 
tentssof the Forepaugh and Sells 
Brothers Circus, in Manhattan 
Field, collapsed bringing panic 
to the 3000 persons crowded in 
the tent. Mrs. Florence Pratt of 
824 St. Nicholas avenue was mor- 
tally injured and in the confu- 
sion scores of children were sep- 
arated from their parents but 
were later gathered up by the 
police, © ‘ 
- Broke Up Ball Gathe. 
‘From all sections of the city. have 
come numerous reports of casualties, 
of mishaps on the water and of rescue 
rties. The storm scattered the 
crawds at the Polo Grounds and drove 


- the 28,000 who had assembled at Wash- 


ington Park to see the game between 
the Chicago and the Brooklyn teams to 
guch nearby shelter as could be found. 

From out of the smother that arose 
off Seagate a smal! sloop was seen to 
capsize and go under. Those who wit- 
nossed the disaster from the beach were 
‘able to count four of a crew who were 
thrown overboard. It is believed that 
all were lost. In Jamaica Bay four 
rowboats were upset and seven persons 
rescued from drowning through 
‘the exertions of policemen. The Hack- 
ensack River claimed two victims. May 
McGlynt of Brooklyn and Frederick 
Webber of Ridgewood were drowned 
from a canoe which had been upset. 

Lightning Reaps Victims.

Constitutions Must Be Ratified. 

It could not be stated definitely when 
Arizona and New Mexico will come into 
statehood under this legislation. It re- 
quires that the Constitution adopted by 
the proposed States must be ratified 
by Congress and approved by the Presi- 
dent. 

Conceding the statehood bill will be 
in force within a few days it will be 
necessary for the territoriés to hold 
Constitutional Conventions, which will 
require many weeks, submit the Consti- 
tutions to the people of the ‘Territories 
for adontion and then return them to 
Washington. Provision is made 
against joint elections for the adoption 
of the Conatitution and the nomina- 
tion or election of State officers. It is 
Impossible, therefore, to specify when 
the people of the Terrftories will enjoy 
the benefits of statehood and many 
believe it will not be before the Presi- 
dential] election of 1911. 

President’s Wishes Observed. 

The railroad b'‘ll is substantially in 
accordance with the President’s mes- 
sage demanding amendments to the in- 
terstate commerce law. 

About the only exceptions are that 
it does not legalize holding agree- 
ments made by railroads, permit 
mergers or regulate the issuance of 
bonds. 

It creates a Commerce Court and 
broadens the scope of the jurisdiction 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, as regards regulations and 
practices by railroads.

The Clause on Hauls. 
Following is the long and short haul 
clause: 

That it shall be unlawful for any 
common carrier, subject to the pro-

longer distance over the same line 
or route in the same direction, the

nations. I have thoroughly en- 
joyed myself, and now I am more 
glad than I can say to get home, 
to be back in my own country, 
back among people I love. And 
I am ready and eager to do my 
part so far as I am able in heip- 
ing solve problems which must be 
solved if we of this, the greatest 
democratic republic on which the 
sun has ever shone, are to see its 
destinies rise to the high level 
of our hopes and its opoprtuni- 
ties.

Back in Oyster Bay, Ex- 
President Chaffs With 
Fellow-Townsmen. 


HAD TIME WITH LIONS 


Former Executive Declares 
He Enjoyed Himself With 
the Wild Beasts. 


By Associated Press. 

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., June 18,— 
Theodore Roosevelt is back once more 
among his neighbors. He arrived in 
Oyster Bay from New York on & spe- 
celal train over the Long Island Railroad, 
engaged by the Roosevelt Neighbors’ 
Association of Nassau County, 400 mem- 
bers of which made the trip with him. 

With prolonged tooting of his whistle 
the engineer slowed down for Oyster 
Bay. The whole town was at the station 
and the cheering throng almost swept 
tne ex-president from his feet as he 
stepped to the ground. Bowing an 
shaking hands with his old friends, he 
walked through the mud to the ball 
park, where a grandstand had been 
erected. About 3000 persons gathered 
on the green. 

Five hundred high school pupils were 
the first to do the honors. They sang 
“Home Again.”” Then William J. Youngs, 
United States District Attorney, deliv- 
ered an address of welcome. Col. Roose- 
velt replied as follows: Fe 

“My friends and neighbors: I hope I 
need not say how glad I am to see you 
and be with you again. My trip began 
March 23 a year ago, when you bade 
me good-by at the station, and this is 
the ending, when I get throug! speak- 
ing. It is good to see you again at the 
station and walk up behind the band. 

Recalis School Days. 

“T enjoyed hearing the children sing 
and I hope that there are some chil- 
éren present from the same school that 
my children attended. 

“T am glad to see you all again, men, 
women and little oysters. 

‘‘A normal! school boy passed his time 
in a state of semi-warfatfe with his 
elders and I suppose I was no excep- 
tion to the rule, but those who knew 
me as a small boy seem to have for- 
given me by this time. 

“T can’t say how much the home- 
comings to Oyster Bay have meant to 
me in the last dozen years. I Know 
you all and I do not think there is one 
among you with whom I'am not on 
good footing. I never can forget the 
welcome you gave me when I came 
back from the Spanish-American War. 

“T have had a most interesting trip 
and enjoyed it very much—lions and ev- 
erything. Perhaps I enjoyed it a little 
more on account of the lions. I started 
at the headwaters of the Nile, where 
the people are in a stage of savagery, 
and finished up at the most highly civil- 
ized capital in the world. I enjoyed ev- 
erything, Africa and Europe and the 
capitals of Europe and their rulers. 

“But this is not the occasion to talk of 
my ‘trip. Some day I shall tell you 
all about it. This is- merely a greeting 
and I wish to thank you all. 

Refuses to Be Interviewed. 

“It touched me deeply to have so 
many of my neighbors come to New 
York ang take part in the welcome and 
the parade. But it towched me more 
deeply to see you all here, to live among 
you again as I have for the last forty 
years, to take up my duties. 

“The first duty of a man is in his 
own family. Before a man can aspire 
to reform a nation he must turn his at- 
tention to the folks at home.’’ 

One newspaper man after the speech 
sought an interview. ‘There is nothing 
more that I can say,” replied the Col- 
onel. “One thing I want now is abB- 
solute privacy. I want to close up like 
a native oyster. I will go to New York 
Monday to attend my boy’s wedding 
and I will go to the city on Wednesday 
to see to my editorial duties. I hdépe you 
representatives of the press will not 
ceme up to Sagamore Hill, because I 
have nothing to say.”’

walked down the main street for a short 
distance just to see how it looked. He

There was 
‘ much scampering to escape the missile, 
which struck the earth with consider- 
able force.

Whenever a carrier by railroad 
shall, in competition with a water 
route or routes, reduce the rates on 

the carriage of any species of 
freight to or from competitive points, 
it shall not be permitted to increase 
such rates unless after hearing by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion it shall be found that such pro- 
posed increased rates rest upon 
changed conditions other than the 
elimination of water competition. 
This clause was the one which caused 
the greatest discussion in both the 
House and Senate. 

It brings telegraph, telephone and 
cable companies within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Power is given to the 
commission over increaseq rates and 
this section as well as one making 
provision for the investigation of the 
stock and bond provisions will go into 
effect immediately on the bill’s being 
signed.

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WASHINGTON, June 18.—The plac- 
ing of telegraph, telephone and cable 
companies (whether wire or wireless) 
under the supervision of the Intersta'. 
Commerce Commission and in the sam 
category as the railroads, has create: 
a general pleasing effect among th 
large interests using this class of pub 
lic service corporations, as well 
members of Congress. Telegraph com: 
panies, as well as cable and telcphoné 
will not be disturbed by the new orde: 
of things. They wfl have the sam< 
rights to make special rates in the fu- 
ture as heretofore. But the consumers’ 
rights hereafter have been protected. 

Will Not Change Method. 

Such is the manner in which a number 
of legislators view the condition under 
the new law. As Representative James 
R. Mann, Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Forsign Com- 
merce, and father of the amendment to 
the administration railroad bill, plac- 
ing telegraph, telephone and cable ilnes 
in the same class of corporations as 
railroads, stated: 

“It will not change the general 
method of business of the corpora- 
tions involved or the persons or busi- 
nesses now getting Special rates from 
these companies. 

“Brokers, newspapers and press as- 
sociations may continue to get spe- 
cial rates from telegraph and cable 
companies if the latter are willing to 
give them. The law simply pro- 
hibits these public service corpora- 
tions doing an interstate business 
from making rates in general 
excessive or prohibitive and in case 
this is done, gives the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the power to 
investigate and regulate as is the 
case with the railroads.” 

The bill as amended in conference 
regarding telegraph, telephone and 
cable lines is as follows: 

“All charges made for the trans- 
mission of messages by telegraph, 
telephone or cable shall be just and 
reasonable; and every unjust and un- 
reasonable charge for such service or 
any part thereof is prohibited and 
declared to be unlawful; providec 
that messages by telegraph, tele- 
phone, or cable, subject to the pro- 
visions of this act may be classified 
into day, night, repeated, unrepeated, 
letter, commercial, press, Government 
and such other classes as are just and 
reasonable and different rates may be 
charged for the different classes of 
messages; and provided further, that 
nothing in this act shall bé construed 
to prevent telegraph, telephone and 
cable companies from entering into 
contracts with common carriers for 
the exchange of services.” 

May lIesue Franks. 

Under the new law telegraph, tele- 
phone and cable companies will be al- 
lowed to issue franks. It was held by 
legislators of both branches of Con- 
gress that the giving of franks by tele- 
graph and telephone companies could 
not be classed the same as the giving of 
railroad passes. This was especially 
so in the case of National Legislators 
and Government officials. It was con- 
tended that franks were given princi- 
pally as an inducergent to get business, 
and not protection or special favors 
from governments. 

Members of Cangress state that the 
Piacing of the wire companies under 
the supervision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission met with little or no 
Opposition from the companies, and that 
the hearings on the bill brought little 
or no complaint from patrons ef this 
Class of corporations. They feel that 
in this particular feature of the bill 
much good has been achieved.

Ed. Hunt, clerk of Judge Homer's 
court: I don't want any $100,000: 
$50,000 would be enough. I would 
buy an automobile, take a trip of 
50 miles every day and spend lots of 
time playing pinochle.: 

Richar@ McClure, deputy clerk in 
the circuit clerk’s office: I would buy 
two or three automobiles and spend 
my time in taking my friends out 
riding.

CITY WITH PARKS 


Plans Elaborate System of 
Breathing Spots for Time 
When St. Louis Expands. 





PLANS ALREADY DRAWN 





Travilla Makes Color Map of 
Proposed Chain of Drives 
and Oases. 





Looking forward to a time when 
the city of St. Louis will expand so 
as to occupy a space bounded by the 
Merameq Missouri and Mississippi 
rivers, and the Bonhomme Township 
line on the west, the Civic League is 
circulating petitions, 
law, for the establishment of an outer 
park system. 


According to 


as required by 


the Civic League's 
plans, there should be public parks, 
situated in a semicircle about the 
city, at Jefferson Barracks, Meramec 
Highlands, Creve Coeur Lake, in the 
bluffs opposite St. Charles, at Span- 


ish Lake and the Chain of Rocks. 
One system of parkways and boule- 
vards would connect the parks, while 
an inner series of boulevards would 
connect with Webster Groves, Clay- 
ton and Ferguson. A third and in- 
most circle of parkways would foi- 
low the present city limits, connect- 
ing Carondelet Park, Tower Grove 
Park, Forest Park, O’Fallon Park and 
the Chain of Rocks. 

A map of these proposed improve- 
ments, in colors, has been prepared by 
Street Commissioner Travilla, and is 
being circulated by the Civic League. 

The league is soliciting signatures to 
the petitions both in St. Louis and 8t. 
Louls County. According to a statute 
enacted at the 19809 session of the Leg- 
islature, a petition signed by 5 per cent 
of the qaulified voters of a district is 
sufficient to require the submission of 
the question of an outer park system 
to the voters. 

A majority of voters at a general elec- 
tion casting their ballots in favor of the 
park system establishes it. 

Thereupon, the Governor is required 
to appoint five commissioners to be 
known as the Board of Public Reser- 
vation Commissioners for terms of five 
years. They are vested with power to 
plan a park system, select and con- 
demn land, appoint engineers and po- 
lice and maintain the parkways. 

The Civic League points as a model 
to the famous metropolitan park system 
of Boston, where there are, in addition 
to the parks and boulevards within 
the city, more than 10,000 acres of 
park land and 81 miles of parkways, 
controlled by a Metropolitan Park 
Board. 

To provide a continuous boulevard 
from the business district to Forest 
Park, the City Council has instructed 
the Board ef Public Improvements to 
draft an ordinance providing for the 
connection of Locust street and Lin- 
dell boulevard, through the block inter- 
vening at Channing avenue. With this 
connection, a continuous drive would be 
afforded from Fourteenth street to the 
West End and Forest Park. 

In advocating the boulevard plan, 
President Gundlach of the City Councll 
said that there is now no continuous 
boulevard east and west through the 
heart of St. Leuls. He declared that 
the sharp turn vehicles must make in 
going from Locust street to JAénde!l 
boulevard is dangerous and that city of- 
ficials are grossly negligent in not recti- 
fying this menace.

STOPPED BY ORDER 


Dr. John C. Morfit, -New 
Commissioner, Says Insti- 
tution Is Confidential. 








BOARD OPPOSES HIM 





Other Members Dislike Idea 
of Keeping Public in lgno- 
rance of What Transpires. 





Members of the Hospital Board 
were surprised last night to learn 
that a new rule had been put into ef- 
fect at the City Hospital, which ex- 
cludes the public from all knowl- 
edge of what takes place in the in- 


stitution. 
There was an air of mystery at the 


hospital as to the source of the rule, 
it being stated generally that it was 
promulgated by the Hospital Board, 
but when seen last night by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Dr. John C. Mor- 
fit, Hospital Commissioner, said that 
he personally had made the new rule 
It excludes newspaper reporters, claim 
ager.ts and all others from the hos- 
pital wards and access to records, 
Run as Private Hospital. 

“I gave the order verbally to the su- 
perintendent,” said Dr. Morfit, “and 
told him to put it into effect at once. 
It will stay in force, with possible al- 
terations, unless ordered otherwise by 
the board. 

“T intend to conduct the hospital in 
the same manner as a private hospital 
is conducted. What transpires is con- 
fidential between the doctor and the 
patient.”’ 

Mayor F.. H. Kreismann, 
member of the Board said: 

“If Commissioner Morfit has made 
such a ruling -he- -probably had very 
good reasons for it. Until the Board 
has passed on it I don’t care to ex- 
press an opinion on it.” 

Gray Differs With Order. 

R. F. Gray Jr... member of the 
board, had this to say: “Any rules 
for the conduct of the City Hospital 
must be sanctioned by the board. Not 
knowing officially what Commission- 
er Morfit has ordered I cannot com- 
ment on it. But my view is that the 
City Hospital is a public Institution 
and should be conducted as such. I 
do not think that the officers of a 
city institution may properly exer- 
cise the same authority as to with- 
holding or giving informatfon that 
the officers of a private institution 
may. 

“The people have a right to know 
what’s going on in a city institution 
That’s the way I look at it. It’s al- 
together different with a private in- 
stitution, 

Members Oppose Plana. 

Dr. W. John Harris, another member 
of the board, said: 

“T do not think a rule should be put 
into effect at the City Hospital until It 
has been passed on by the board. I 
view the City Hospital as a public in- 
stitution. I suppose the-rule, {[f one 
has been made, will be up for discus- 
sion at our next meeting.” 

Dr. J. B. Shapleigh, a member of the 
board, said: “I have not been informed 
of any change in the hospital rules. All 
rules for the conduct of the City Hos- 
pital must be approved by the board. 
If-a new one has been made I suppose 
it will be thoroughly discussed at our 
next meeting. I have no doubt but 
that it will be adjusted satisfactorily 
to the public.”

HE RIDICULES CZARISM 





Declares Missouri Represent- 
ative Would Be Good Man 
for Speakership.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The old 
rules of the House were defended and 
the critics of the Speaker were severe- 
ly scored by Speaker Cannon in a brief 
address late in the session of the 
House today. 

Cannon contended that the rules as 
adopted by the Fifty-first Congress, and 
as enforced by him, had never inter- 
ferred. with the will of the majority of 
the.House when an actual majority had 
been obtained on any proposition. He 
scored newspaper and magazine writers 
who had criticised him, and declared 
that they proceeded from lack of know- 
ledge and false pretenses. The vener- 
able Speaker was greeted by cheers 
from his Republican colleagues when he 
had concluded. 

Representative Cooper of Wisconsin, 
one of the léading “insurgents,” at- 
tempted to reply, but there was objec- 
tion, and no one had an opportunity to 
answer the Speaker’s arguments. 

Tells of %0,000 Bills. 

After the House had agreed to the 
conference report on the railroad bill 
and accepted the Senate’s amend- 
ment to the statehood bill, the Speak- 
er surrendered his gavel to Represent- 
ative Mann and descending to the 
floor, asked unanimous consent to ad- 
dress the House for ten minutes. 
There was no voice of protest. Nearly 
every member of the House was in 
his place and every eye was cen- 
tered upon the grave man who stood 
silently as though collecting his 
thoughts. 

Proceeding slowly and in measured 
words Cannon. declared that whoever 
should be Speaker of the House 
whether for two or eight years could 
not escape criticism. He spoke of the 
50,000 bills introduced in each Con- 
gress, all with their advocates de- 
manding consideration. 

Recommends Champ Clark. 

“Many members introduce bills that 
they do not want passed,” said Can- 
non, explaining the troubles that face 
a Speaker. 

Referring directly to minority 
leader Champ Clark, the Speaker 
suggested that the gentleman from 
Missouri would make the _ best 
Speaker the minority could obtain. 
This remark was a signal for an ova- 
tion by the Democrats in honor of 
their floor leader. 

Cannon said that nét half as many 
bills were passed under the new 
“unanimous consent’’ ruleas formerly 
and ridiculed the suggestions about 
his role as a “czar.” Whatever the 
clamor might be he declared that he 
preferred to maintain his fidelity to 
the majority of the House. 

Referring to newspaper and maga- 
zine writers he safd he would rather 
keep his own self-respect than ‘bend 
to demagogues and the self-consti- 
tuted righteous ones who criticise 
without judgment and without knowl- 
edge.

FROM ELI AGAIN 





Yale Crew Is Not in Condi- 
tion for Gruelling Row 
on the Thames. 





NEW LONDON, Conn., June 18.— 
With the Yale-Harvard boat races 
less than two weeks off the oarsmen 
are rounding into the final stages of 
their preparatory work for the annua! 
aquetic dual on the Thames. Coaches 
Kennedy and Wray are prescribing 
some hard practice for the oarsmen 
with the view of having them in tip 
top shape by the time of the water 
battle. 

Many of the experts predict that 
Harvard will sweep the Thames again 
this year. Others have not yet offered 
any opinion on the probable result 
of the races. It is true that Harvard 
has a veteran combination of veteran 
oarsmen and that Yale is a bit weak- 
ened by the injury Wallis, the stroke 
oar, received before the squad left 
for Gales Ferry. 

Wallis is now in his old seat, to be 
sure, but Coach Kennedy has not 
been allowing him to extend himself 
any too much, fearing his stroke oar 
may feel the effects of too rigorous 
training work just now. Some of the 
experts believe that if Wallis rounds 
into his best shape the Blue will giv: 
the Crimson a great tussle, if not 
wrest honors from Harvard in the 
2vieht-oared event. 

Wallis and Capt. Wodell are the 
orly veterans in the Yale boat. On 
the other hand, Harvard has five mem- 
bers of the crew which defeated thi: 
Blue last s¢ason in the boat and 
anxious to repeat the trick. Still, for 
ali that, the Yale combination is 
composed of eight sturdy oarsmen. 

But in point of sturdiness and con- 
dition the Harvard oarsmen are ap 
parently superior to those of Yaie. 
Taken individually and collectively. 
the Harvard men are splendid types 
of athletes. Not a man in the squad 
seems overtrained. The same cannot 
be said of the Yale crew, however. 

Yale Men Out of Condition. 

Kennedy has had _ considerable 
trouble during the past week with the 
physical condition of his men. Tucker, 
one of the best men in the boat, has 
had severe trouble with boils, and 
Kennedy was forced to keep him out 
of the boat for some days. Several 
others of the crew men have been a 
bit under the weather. Al] told, the 
troubles have had Kennedy worried. 

Unless present indications fail the 
Yale crew will be made up of the fol- 
lowing:

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O MATTER what the cause of the advance in the price 
of foodstuffs, the fact remains and it has driven the 
people to the street markets. The reason is apparent. 
There the poor as well as rich can get their supplies 
without having to pay the profits of the middlemen. The farm- 
ers are finding that they can do better by seliing to the people 
direct, and the people are reciprocating. 

The people of the market stalls are buying more and more 
directly from the farmers and thus saving the commissions of 
the merchants. 

Conditions in the large cities of the country are rapidly ap- 
proaching those of 50 years ago when the market place of a 
town was its business center. Well-dressed women. wives of 
men who earn but moderate salaries, are beginning to realize 
that it “pays” to endure the discomfort of lugging around a 
heavy basket loaded with food for the family bought at a 
substantial saving. 

if you are in the vicinity of our own Union Market any 
morning about 8 o’clock you will see several automobiles lined 
up at the curb while the ladies who own them are inside at the 
stalis bargaining for the lettuce, the asparagus. the straw- 
berries and the pieplant for the sustenance of the family out 
on Lindell, McPherson or Hortense Place. 

It is getting to be a fad with women in the automobile class 
to drive their husbands down to business in the morning and 

then visit the market before returning home. They seem to 
venjoy their marketing quite as much as the women of lesser 
) Means. 

__ It is a wonderful sight Saturday morning to see the women 
buying their Sunday dinners at the open market on the site of 
‘the old Soulard Market building. There the farmers come by 
the hundred with fresh vegetables and flowers, and the women 
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she can get the former. 
esr meena Of course it is the dif 
cio ES Nhe ference in price between the 
butcher shops and grocery stores and the stalls and wagons 
that attracts the women. 

In some of the markets the rush of selling begins at 5 oclock 
in the morning, particularly those in which the poor deal. Then 
the women appear in swarms with their baskets on their arms 
and their money tied in the corners of their aprons, and hurry 
from one stall or one wagon to another correctly gauging the 
freshness of the vegetables offered and the reasonableness of 
the prices asked. 

A woman has just so much money to spend and mo more, 
and with it she must keep a large family well fed for a week. 
A man would spend twice as much, and get a great deal less. 
If you think there is no art in marketing try it yourself, and 
then watch &@ woman with a shawl over her head and a big 
basket to fill go through the market and return home with 
carfare saved by shaving off a cent here and a cent there, to 
say nothing of an extra meal or two exacted “for good measure.” 

Prices at the markets and the wagon stands and from the 
hucksters’ carts are from one-third to one-half cheaper than 
they are in the stores catering to the people in moderate cir- 
cumstances, and at least 100 and in some instances 200 per cent 
cheaper than in the expensive stores in the West End. 

A cauliflower that costs 20 or 25 cents in a store can be had 
for 10 cents from a farmer’s wagon. A woman recently bought 
a small cauliflower, that gave scanty portions to her husband 
and herself, at a butcher shop for 15 cents; the next day she 
bought two cauliflowers, almost imperceptibly smaller, from 
a farmer who called at her door for 5 cents. This is an ex- 
ample of the difference in prices that generally prevail. 

This same woman priced two bunches of beets at her butcher 
shop for 10 cents, and an hour later she bought them at 2 
market stall four bunches for a dime,

ANY persons whose attention 
has been first seriously attracted 
to aviation by the remarkable 


feats of Curtiss, Farman, Blerwot 


and others within the past year, 
believe that the idea of an aero- 
planes entirely modern. 

It is therefore astonishing to them and a 
surprise to practically everyone who has not 
made an actual study of aeronauctscs to 
know that the aeroplane theory 1s as a mat- 
ter of record, more than 400 years old, while 
there are legends which date tts first applica- 
tion back almost to the time of Christ and 
myths which show its conception as a posst- 
bility in the most anctent days. 

It is true that the practicability of flight 
in heater-than-air machines was not demon- 
strated until in comparatively recent years, 
and that its application waited until some- 
where around the beginning of the twentieth 

‘century, but that delay was due almost wholly 
to the absence of a motiwe power which 
could be developed in a light engine—some- 
thing which by no means blunted the daring 
of men’s imaginations in centuries past.

T 1S a far flight even for the 
imagination to soar from 
the mythological story of 
the attempt of Dedalus to 
emulate the birds — in 
which he was defeated, ac- 
cording to the legend, only 
by the fact that he ap- 
proached so near the sun 
that its rays melted the 
wax which attached his 

wings to his body—to the great flight of Curfiss 

from Albany to New York City, and the crossing 
and recrossing of the English Channel by Rolls. 

And yet the parallel shows that the minds of the 

ancients conceived the possibility of man soaring 

like a bird, even as the ingehuity, daring and 
perseverance ofthe moderns have now 
accomplished that stupendous end. 

But It is not necessary to depend on 

myths and legends to establish the fact 

that the heavier-than-air theory of 

flight was conceived and given seri- 

ous consideration hundreds of years 

ago. In the note books of Leonardo da 

Vinci, the great painter, are found 

drawings of a proposed “flying machine.” which 

have. practically all the merits of the most modern 

aeroplane that it was possible to conceive with. 
out the theoretical plang having been put to ac. 
tual test—-something that was impossible, so far 
as mechanical means of propulsion were con- 
cerned, until the invention of the steam engine, 
and still impracticable until the gasoline engine 
came into existence. | 

Leonardo da Vinci left three distinct drawings 

of his plans, each an improvement over the 
other; the best having been made about the year 
1500. How many more he threw away it is im- 
possible to know, of course. Aside from the 
point under consideration—that the general idea 
of the heavier-than-air flying machine was ex- 
tant at such an early date—one cannot fail to 
pause and wonder at the immense 

scope of this great man's mental ac- 

tivities—-as a painter whose work wil] 

live for all time, as a sculptor of Lit- 

tle less repute and ability, as an ar- 

chitect, as an engineer and as a pio. 

neer in the science of aviation.

In the realm of legend behind 
the days of Leonardo da Vinci a 
most interesting story relates 
how one “Simon the Magician,” 
undertook to “raise toward 
heaven like the birds,” in the 
presence of Emperor Nero in 
Rome about 67 A. D., and really 
succeeded to a considerable ex- 
tent “through the assistance of 
the demons.” It is related that 
he was prevented of complete 
success by the action of St. 

Peter, who offered up a prayer 
“that the action of the demons 

might cease,” -whereupon this 
early predecessor of Curtiss, t*e 
Wrights and other modern men- 
birds, fell to the earth and was 
crushed and perished instantly. 

King Lear’s father, legend as- 
serts, also met his death while 
attempting to fly, and from all 
accounts h's idea was that of the monoplaue 
“glider.” Sim'larly this theory was the basis of 
the attempted flight of a Saracen in Constanti- 
nople, in the presence of the Emperor, in about 
the year 1178. It is described by Cousin in his 
history of Constantinople with such detail as to 
almost lift it from the realms of a legendary 
recital to that of a recorded historical fact. Quite 
evidently ‘‘The Saracen” had the idea of balanc- 
ing with flat planes as distinguished from the 
use of movable wings. 

Passing from the sixteenth to the nineteenth 
century one finds a sustained interest in the 
possibilities of heavier-than-air machines, and 
many interesting and some freakish models. The 
orinthropter type—in which an attempt was made

Europe for 300 yearg or 
more the first ornithopter 
which really flew seems 
to have been the curious 
looking one made by De- 
gen in 1809 and called 
“Degen’s Orthnogonal 
Fiier,” a reproduction of 
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BLERIOT MONO-PLANE. 1907 


to reach success by imitating the flapping of the 
wings of birds—kept the field rather steadily, the 
idea of soaring with flat planes evidently being 
slow of acceptance because of the fact that birds 
which balance and soar are not as numerous as 
those which fly by flapping their wings, and 
therefore did not attract as much attention. In 
fact, Chanute makes the rather remarkable state- 
ment that as late as 1864 “the very existence of 
soaring or sailing birds was strenuously denied.” 

But with all the flapping of wings throughout 
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which is shown on this page. Degen rose to a 
height of 54 feet by violently flapping the wings, 
which were deeply concave, covered with taffeta 
bands arranged to, arfora a vaivular action simi- 
lar to that supposed to be produced by the action 
of birds’ feathers. 

However, Degen was assisted in his flight by 
a small balloon attached to h.s “Flier,” and al- 
though he claimed that the balloon served only 
as a balance it takes away considorable credit 
from the ornithopter, and, as a matter of fact, 

Degen’s attempt is generally 
considered to have finally dis- 
proved, rather than proved, 
man’s ability to fly by his own 
muscular effort.

“The manner of starting the 
bird is equally ingenious and pe- 
culiar,” says Chanute, and the 
description of it by that author- 
ity ig indeed worth reading. 
“The bird is suspended from a 
frame by a thread which, being 
attached to the hammer, keeps 
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the latter off the cap. A second thread 
holds the bird back from the perpendicu- 
lar, while a common candle and a_ blowpipe 
flame complete the preparations. Upon one 
thread being burned by the candle the bird 
swings forward to a position where the suspend- 
ing thread is burned by the blowpipe, the ham- 
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mer falls upon the cap, an explosion ensues, the 
wings strike downward violently and the bird 
flies on an upward course. Then the gases 
escape from the Bourdon tube, this recovers its 
shape, raises the wings and actuates two pauls 
which rotate the revolver barrel and work the 
hammer so that a fresh explosion occurs and the 
bird continues to fly. When the 12 cartridges 
are exhausted the bird glides gently to the 
ground, being sustained by its wings and aero- 
plane as by a parachute. It has flown 75 to 80 
yards” aa 

In the meantime, in 1843, Henson obtained a 
patent on the first heavier-than-air machine 
which was proposed to obtain its support wholly 
from fixed planes. Olled silk was stretched upon 
a frame made rigid by trussing above and below, 
and a car was to be attached underneath con- 
taining a steam engine, its supplies and the pas- 
sengers. It was to be propelled by two rotating 
wheels, acting upon the air after the manner of 
a windmill. 

Back of these was a tail, also covered with silk 
or canvas, stretched upon a triangular frame and 
capable of being expanded or contracted or 
moved up and down at will for the purpose of 
causing the machine to ascend or descend. Under 
the tail was a rudder for steering to right or 
left, and sail or keel cloth was also utilized. The 
Henson machine is chiefly interesting because it 
was a pioneer in the stable plane field, having 
many charactert'stics that have since been util- 
ized or enlarged upon without material change. 

An attempt to combine the helicopter principle

F your neighbor should build his fence 
on the roof of your house and also pas- 
ture sheep and calves on it, what would 
you do? Enter an energetic protest at 
the very-least, quite likely. 

Well, Elder H. 8. Mobley, president 
of the Boys’ Corn Club of Arkansas and 
valued attache of the Department of Agrt- 
culture, did not. 

When a neighbor asked leave to build a 
fence on the line which runs east and west 
on his roof, Elder Mobley acqutesced in tt. 

And if his neighbor had gone on and 
builded the fence without saying anything 
about it, the elder would not have known tt 
until he saw it, for the roof of his residence 
is 40 feet thick and of sandstone, covered 
with soil which trees stand on and on which 


grass grows. 


LDER MOBLEY is a cliff 
dweller. This fact may as 
well be stated in the begin- 
ning, otherwise your curiosity 
about the sheep and calves 
and the fence on his roof may 
distract your attention to such 
an extent that you will miss 
some very interesting in- 
formation concerning. the 
habitation covered by that 
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roof. 

‘Cliff dwellings are by no means a new discovery 
in the Southwest. They are older than the Union 
People were aware of their 
existence long béfore the inhabitants of St. Louis 
awakened to the fact of the bridge arbitrary. 

But a cliff dwelling, with a family of real live 


_cliff dwellers therein, is quite a different matter. 


Going directly south two miles from Prairie 


(Grove, Ark., you enter a narrow valley, and, trav- 


eling westward a few miles, you come to the pic- 


_turesque cliff of conglomerate and sandstone, 
with a wall of boards at its base, which forms 


the only inhabitated cliff dwelling in America. 


You enter and find yourself in a room 72 by 
40 feet, with a ceiling of wave-marked white 
sandstone rising, as it recedes, from 12 feet at the 
entrance to 45 feet at the rear wall. Here Elder 
Mobley has lived. the past three years with his 
cultured family, his books and music in content- 
ment, happ!ness and health. 

Three years ago Elder Mobley was a cripple 
from rheumatism. He then owned the land on 
which his cliff dwelling now is, and knew that 
under the projecting rock where he lives it was 
always dry. There was a seep of chalybeate 
water east.of the cliff and a bubbling spring of 
clear water west, and so he boarded up the south 
of the cliff and there was roof and floor and two 
sides of a kingly chamber of stone free from in- 
sects, always dry, and of nearly uniform tem- 
perature. Into it, for health and novelty, he 
moved. 

His health is restored and he is a vigorous 
traveler and worker for agricultural interests. 
Three years have dulled the edge of novelty, but 
the comfort of this unique home holds him and 
family to it yet. 


The single stove seen in one of the pictures 
furnishes sufficient heat on the coldest day of 
winter, and, ‘n fact, it is not often that the smoke 
curls from. the cliff side where the pipe projects 
through the stone. Atavism nowhere shows in 
this house. Piano, library and all the accessories 
of modern life are there, and the news of the 
busy, throbbing world finds daily a pulsing re- 
sponse in this home.

side a few hundred yards west of his dwelling, 
where he keeps his horses, and necr by are his 
thoroughbred hogs and poultry, for he is an up- 
to-date farmer. The soil about this ledge of 
rocks is subirrigated, and from the disappear- 
ance of frost in the early spring till the first frost 
of autumn fresh vegetables come from the gar- 
den every day. 

The smooth, dry sandstone stratum forming 
the floor.of the dwelling extends out beyond the 
roof several feet, hard and white, and then the 
ground slopes sharply, but evenly, for 100 feet 
to the fertile valley. 

The dryness of these cliffs is wonderful, and 
accounts for the fact that toads, lizards. snakes 
and insects do not infest them. Back of the 
table, as shown in one of the photographs, are 
natural shelves sufficient for all the food and for 
Mrs. Mobley’s culinary utensils. There is water 
at the door. | 

Storms, not even the cyclone that sometimes 
disports over that region, never disturb the dwell- 
ers in this twentieth century cliffhouse. Nature 
is lavish in sculpture and painting in and around 
it, and, hence, Elder Mobley does not object to his 
neighbor’s fence on his roof, for it does not dis- 
turb him nor detract from the unique beauty of 
his picturesque home. 

Contrary to what might be expected, the cave 
home is nicely lighted by the windows in the 
front, because the ceiling and walls are white. 
And not only are ordinary insects not found in 
this home, but that universal pest, the house fly, 
does not annoy. 

Many similar caves of the great number in the 
surrounding region of the Ozarks, both in Arkan- 
sas and Missouri, are used by the farmers for 
storing vegetables and fruit, keeping them per- 
fectly throughout the winter. Still others are a

source of greater or less income to their owners, 
who charge an admission fee to visitors who 
come to explore them. 

In this latter respect visitors have no difficulty 
in finding caves in the Ozarks where they can 
“get their moneys worth.” Many of them have 
practically all the attractions of the famous Mam- 
moth Cave, in Ken‘rcky, and at least one of them 
is asserted to be fully as large. 

This second Mammoth Cave, which is located 
on the Missouri side of tho line has sever heen 
fully explored, but those who have gone faithest 
into it have come hack with tales of marvels and 
wonders. Its crystals are magnificent and its 
winding, labvrinthal passages most puzzling. An 
underground river ‘lews through it and various 
pools and pits whose depths have never been 
sounded are reported. 

Also an occasional nermit bas heen repurted as 
Yiving, much as an animal might make ite habite~ 
ion in a burrow, in smaller caves at points in the 
two states through which tne Ozarks exterd. 

There is the instance, too, fecently reported by 
the census enumerators of Mucon County, Mit 
souri, of a man of cons‘derable means living i 
a cave which can certainly not be called a “bur- 
row,” for it ie cleanly and comfortable.

Habitation 


John Goodman Jones is the name of the Macon 
County he:mit who lives in a cave—althungh he 
is not a cliff dweller, like Elder Mobley, for his 
cave is described 1s veing on a rather low pro- 
montory, into which he has tunneled. 

Jones is 75 years ol4 and has lived jn his cave 
for almost 50 years. It is saic that the census 
enumerator’s report was something like this: 
“Native of Wales; no wife or kin of any sort on 
tnis side of the water: owner of five acres of 
iand; worth about ¢29.000, mostly notes; no 
ho: ses, no cattle, no 1og;, ro barns. no houses.” 

Sc it will ve seen cha: Jones resembics Elder 
Mobley only in the “act thiut he lives in a cave, 
au.! that cave of sush miner character as to not 
const tute its owns: a sumpetitoc with the Ar- 
kansas man and his family as the only living 
cliff dwellers. 

Jones’ story is nevertheless interesting. When 
he first came to Missouri he purchased 160 acres, 
including the five he now owns. He dug out his 
cave home on the promontory before mentioned 
and has lived there ever since, selling off his land 
as it became more valuable. 

Not a living thing except the creatures of the 
wid is allowed on Jones’ land, in which respect 
he differs materially from Mobley. Again, the 
interior of his cave contrasts strikingly with that 
of the Mobleys, for instead of a vast white- 
—- and domed chamber Jones’ cave is quite 
small, 

Neither has he gone to the trouble and ex- 
pense of fixing it up, as have the Mobleys. Prob- 
ably this is because he lives alone, while Elder 
Mobley has the incentive of providing for the 
comfort of his family. Jones has no more furni- 


ture than is essential. His bed consists of a 
bunk across the side of the cave, close to the 
roof, which he reaches by means of a short 
ladder. 


fairs of his fellows, ag does Elder Mobley, who 
is popular with his neighbors and whose part ip 
pushing the work of the Arkansas Boys’ Corn 
Club has been quite notable, Jones keeps to him- 
self to the extent that until quite recently few 
know but what he existed in poverty, while, as a 
matter of fact, he is a man of wealth and has 


large sums loaned out here and there to his 


farmer neighbors. 

So, finally, any pretentions which even Hermit 
Jones might have as a cliff dweller fall far short 
when compared to the case of Elder Mobley, and 
certainly in all the Ozarks the experiment of the 
elder and his family in elaborately furnishing a 
cave in the cliffs and using it as a home is 
unique.

the extreme Southwest never appreciated the ad- 
vantages of a cave as a natural sanitarium as has 


Elder Mobley—however much their homes in the 
cliffs may have served to preserve their lives 


when they retreated there from the attacks of 


the Aztecs, or whoever their ancient enemies 


were.

How an Ex-Slave’s 
- Dream of a Community 
Exclusively For His 
Own People Has Been 
Realized in the 
Mississippi Delta 


TOWN of 8000 inhabitants and 

not a white man in it—not a white 

man allowed to own a foot of prop- 

erty there or toinvest adollarf’ But 

few people outside its immediate 

vicinity are aware that such a place 
exists in the Uuited States and even those 
few are generally unaware of its remark- 
able characteristics. 

In most sections of the United States it 
would be entirely impossible to elect a negro 
to office; even the appointment of one to 
a minor position usually creates an uproar; 
but here ts a place where all officials are 
negroes; where the election of a white man 
ts an impossibility—for there are no white 
voters; where the mayor, the town marshal, 
the councilmen and subordinate officials, 
and even the deputy sheriff who handles the 
county’s business for that section, are all 
negroes. 

There are negro bankers, a negro editor, 
and, of course, negro preachers and school 
teachers, for none but members of the col- 
ored race are members of the churches and 
black children are the only attendants at 
the schools. 

Still more striking, perhaps, is the fact 
that the people of this community do not 
object to being called negroes, but lend dig- 
mty to their racial condition by taking 
pride in it, while their method of govern- 
ment ts almost ideally democratic. 

And finally, this black town has a lesson 

for its white counterparts throughout the 
country—that of tolerance; for while white 
men are not permitted to reside, hold prop- 
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None But Negroes Permitted to Own Prop- 
erty or Invest in the Enterprises of Mound 
Bayou--Women Have Equal Voice With 


erty or invest there, members of the race 
are always welcome and protected as v1st- 
tors, whether they come for business, pleas- 
sure, or even as mere curiosity seekers. 





OUND BAYOU, Mississippi, is 
the negro town that should 
be a source of insp:ration and 
an example to all the dissat- 
isfied negroes in the United 
States. Its story reads like a 
romance, and it is a romance, 
with its central figure, old 
Isaiah Montgumery, who was 
a slave and who has risen to 
an honorable position and one 

of wealth through sheer merit. 

Montgomery has done a thing in the upbuild- 
ing of a strictly negro community that former 
ameliorators of the condition of his race have 
invariably gone about in another way. Instead 
of sending the negroes to Liberia or other places 
remote to their native environment, he estab- 
lished them in the very heart of the country in 
which they served as slav: 

Mound Bayou is in Bolivar County, in the heart 
of the richest growing country of the South, the 
prolific delta, where the black alluvial soil is 
prodigiously productive. 

With this soil and the political and social con- 
ditions which exist in the community it could 
be nothing else than prosperous. It is a refuta- 
tion of the ideas of the city negro that to be suc- 
cessful he must be on a plane of equality with 
the whote men among whom his lot is cast. I[n 
Mound Bayou the negroes are equal to the whites 
only politically and under the civil and criminal 
laws of the State. They seek nothing further in 
the way of equality. 

The problem of the segregation of the negro 
into communities in Oklahoma an‘? other places 
has not been the success that was hoped for it. 
That the negro is a creature of criminal tenden- 
cies has been a foregone conclusion with most 
people—tendencies that cannot be obliterated or 
cultivated out of the race. 

However, the history of Mound Bayou belies 
this. The criminal history of Mound Bayou is 
almost a blank page, and its record today is far 
better in this regard than any “white town” 
of similar size in the State of : ississippi. Liquor 
is prohibited within the colony, and it was by the 
vote of the ctizens of Mound Bayou that Bolivar 
was swung into the prohibition column. 

The only man who has been permitted to spend 
his money in Mound: Bayou is Andrew Carnegie, 
who gave $10,000 to build a library. It is a town 
founded, built, financed and managed by negroes, 
all of whom are the descendants of the real old- 
time African race, into whose veins no trace of 
white blood has crept with its germs of shiftless- 
ness, worthlessness and self-importance. 

In the pioneer days a certain amount of bad 
black blood crept into the community, but when 
it was found out the owners of it were given per- 
emptory tickets of leave, and they stayed away. 

When Isaiah Montgomery and Benjamin Green, 
both formerly slaves, led their people into the 
wilderness of Bolivar County they found plenty 
of hardship in clearing the land and opening the 
farms. But they considered that if they had been 
able to stand the miasma and toil for their former 
masters, they would find it no greater hard- 
ship to do it for themselves and their children 
who were to come after. 

The sloths and drones were relegated back to 
the “nigger quarters” of the cities, which they 
were not fitted to leave, else they revolutionized 
their inherent qualities and went to work. 

Mr. Carnegie was not the only man to find out 
and commend the progress of tke negrocs of 
Mound Bayou. During the last year of his ad- 
ministration President Roosevelt in his speeches 
and messages on the race problem went far out 
of his way to praise Mound Bayou as a tangible 
and everlasting evidence. of what can be done ip 
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negro self-colonization and the building up and 
advancement of the race. 

The country in which Mound Bayou is situated 
is called the “American Valley of the Nile,” so 
productive is it. Approaahing the town on the 
train the large plantations, with their mansions 
surrounded with the small negro shanties, give 
way to small holdings, each with its small farm- 
house occupied by the owner of the soil, who 
knows no taskmaster and who is independent of 
the pernicious “furnishing system” under which 
their brothers are toiling on the big plantations 
as “share croppers.” 

The homes of the negro farmers are not grand, 
nor built strictly on modern architectural lines, 
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out they are comfort- 
able, according to the 
ideas of comfort held 
by the negro farmer. 
and they are their 
own. Every house has 
its own little flower 
garden, its truck 
patch, well-kept fences 
and the things that go 
to make home, in 
strong distinction to 
the barren hovels in 
which the big planta- 
tion share-cropping ne- 
groes are compelled 
to live. 

Mound Bayou lies in 
the midst of this pros- 
perous farming  dis- 
trict, quite picturesque 
and unique in the his- 
tory of town building. 
where crime and crim. 
inals are not tolerated, 
where law is enforced, 
along legal lines, 
where business is con- 
ducted on strict busi- 
ness principles, and 
where at least. 90 per 
cent of the population 
own their own properties and have bank accounts. 

As one steps from the train at the neat rail- 
road station he is not met with the usual sight 
at stations in the South, of crowds of noisy ne- 
groes jostling and shout'ng. There is no quarrel- 
ing or swaggering, and the cheap tan shoes, loud 
vests, colored hatbands and checkered trousers of 
the town “nigger dandy” are replaced by the quiet 
garb of working people and the subdued and seri- 
ous talk of self-respecting people of unobtrusive 


demeanor. 


The people of Mound Bayou do not seem to: 


desire to imitate the whites, nor do they wish to 
be classed as desiring to be considered as the 
equals of the whites. But in spite of their ac- 
complishment they have no prejudice against the 
whites, nor do they fearthem. There is a manner 
of respect among them, not for the white man, 
but for each. other. 

Isaiah Montgomery is now 70 years old, and is 
worth from $75,000 to $100,000. His principal 
idea, as well as that of the other leaders in the 
community, has been race building. One of their 
chief characteristics is the frankness and com- 
placency with which they regard the fact that 
they are negroes. Unlike the average negro found 
in city communities, the citizens of Mound Bayou 
frankly admit that they have no thought of try- 
ing to put themselves on a plane with the whites. 
They have not that assumption of false pride 
which results in so many complications in their 
relations with the whites of the South. 

One of the leading Mound Bayou negroes is J. 
w. Covington, editor of the Demonstrator, an 
exceilent newspaper, which he conducts with an 
ever-present determination to better and build 
up the people and the community. 

Charles Banks, a man of pure African descent, 
is one of the most influential men in the com- 
munity. He is a financier of no mean ability and 
the cashier of the benk of the town. He is 6 feet 
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tall, athletic, and speaks as if he were an Fastern 
college man. Yet he was born of parents who 
knew naught but slavery, and his education, which 
is excellent and broad, is the result of personal 
achievement. 

It was Banks who first advocated before the 
Negro Business Men’s League of Mississippi ideas 
that would broaden the activities of his race and 
encourage the mechanical and business develop- 
ment of his people. His. efforts resulted in the. 
establishment of a cotton-seed oil mill which sold 
stock by popular subscription to the negroes of 
the State, and which pays from 20 to 50 per cent 
on the capital invested. 

The bank of which he is an officer has deposits 
npward of $50,000, and has on a single day con- 
ducted a business of more than $22,000. It han- 
dles without difficulty the cotton, lumber and 
other industries of the community, and in the 
financial flurry two years ago paid out specie 
when other banks in the State were resort:ng io 
cashier’s certificates. It is rated at Al by Dun’s 
and Bradstreet’s, and clears with the best banks 
in New York and the East. 

While the town of Mound Bayou is under the 
jurisdiction of a Mayor and three aldermen, 
elected by the male adults of the place, all of 
whom are negroes, the real government is by 
common consent. Whenever a question of im- 
portance comes up the entire communitv is called 
together, the matter is thoroughly and fully dis- 











cussed and is decided and carriea out according 
to the wishes of the majority, the women having 
the same right of representation in all town mat- 
ters as the men. 

Every official of the town is a negro, and even 
the white Sheriff of Bolivar County does not in- 
trude officially, but appoints a negro deputy to 
represent him in that district. 

There is, however, little use for officers in the 
colony of black people. It is a proverb with 
them that the Deputy Sheriff and the Town Mar- 
shal are the only idle people in the town. 

As an example of how their affairs are regu- 
lated and the respect they have for law and order, 
may be cited an incident that happened in 1905. 
A citizenship meeting was called, for it had been 
discovered that several “blind tigers,” or illicit 
liquor-selling places, were. belng operated in the 
town. The matter was thoroughly discussed in 
public assembly, and the sentiment emphatically 
expressed that this character of lawlessness would 
not be tolerated. The “blind tigers’ then and 
there ceased to exist. 

A writer in the South has said that “share- 
cropping” is the Southern planter's joke at the 
Fifteenth Amendment. It is the pren A of keep- 
ing the negro in eternal servitude on planta- 
tion. The planter furnishes the land, a 
“box house” in which to live, a mule and a plow, 
and then takes half the crop the negro raises. All 
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the provisions the tenant gets are from the 
plantation commissary, at prices from 25 to 40 
per cent higher than he could get them elsewhere 
if he had the money. In addition, the “share- 
cropper” pays a high rate of interest on his debt 
when the season is over. It is rare than the 
tenant closes a season without finding that he 
has a large debt to be carried over to the next 
season. 

The farmer of the Mound Bayou community 
will have none of this. He owns the land he 
tills or he rents it from one of his own race at a 
standard and reasonable cask rental. His cotton 
he hauls to the gins of the colony, is stored in the 
warehouse there and sold at the highest market 
price for his cash credit. 

If he needs ready money, he gets ft at the bank 
at a legal rate of interest, and he buys his pro- 
visions, his fertilizer and his lumber at the stores 
in the town. He is contributing to his own wel- 
fare by contributing to that of the whole com- 
munity, of his race and of the town ef Mound 
Bayeu. 

In the matter of facilities for religious worship 
and for education Mound Bayou stands second to 
no community of its size in the South. All the 
principal denominations are represented, the con- 
gregations being strong numerically and the 
churches being structures of waich the people 
may well be proud. 

There are good schools, and the Normal and 
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Industrial Institute carri 
pupils. The Baptist College also has an enroll- 
ment of 200 scholars and is a high-class instite- 


tion.

Fourth Largest

RAZIL, whether measured by area 

or by population, is the giant of 

South America. She embraces 

within her far-extended bound- 

aries one-third of the continent, 

and more than a third of the con- 

tinent’s population inhabits her domain. 

Compared with other large nations, Brazil 

is fourth in size, if ‘‘possessions’’ are ex- 

cluded. China comes first, with near 4,500,- 

000 square miles; United States follows, 

with 3,636,000; British America és third, 
with 3,379,000; Braztl has 8,291,000. 

The chief physical feature of Brazil is the 
Amazon, the world’s greatest river, whose 
waters give color to the ocean for nearly 200 
miles. The Amazon basin contains 2,732,000 
square miles, a considerable part of which 1s 
included in Peru and Bolivia, and some in 
Ecuador and Colombia. 


NE who has not made a care- 
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ful study of the country is 
surprised to find that, instead 
of being composed of great 
prairies, like Argentma, or of 
wide valleys, Brazil is quite 
mountainous. The mountains 
are not high—the highest 
are less than 10,000 feet—and 
the tablelands run from 1000 
to 4000. These tablelands 
are, as a rule, fertile, and their altitude gives re- 
lief from the heat which visits the lowlands in 
these latitudes. 

Coffee, Brazil’s chief article of export, grows 
in the hills. The State of Sao Paulo, which lies 
a little south of west from Rio, is the center of 
the coffee district. It supplies more than half of 
the amount annually consumed on the globe. The 
world used 16,600,000 bags of coffee in the year 
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The Harbor at Rio. 


Brazil has a great variety of woods, vines and 
plants. One vine which interested me especially 
has a-heart in the shape of a Maltese Cross—it 
shows as plainly in a cross section as if it were 
inlaid. 

The United State is the largest purchaser of 
Brazilian coffee and rubber and a large purchaser 
of other Brazilian exports. In 1909 the United 
States bought of Brazil $123,000,000 worth of mer- 
chandise, or more than one-third of all of Brazil’s 
exports, while our country sold to Brazil only 
$22,000,000 worth of goods out of Brazil’s total 
purchases of $179,000,000. This is not a very sat- 
isfactory showing. Great Britain bought $49,000,- 
000 worth of Brazil and sold her merchandise to 
the value.of $48,000,000. Germany bought $48,- 
000,000 worth and sold $28,000,000. France’s pur- 
chases amounted to $26,000,000 and her sales to 
$28,000,000, while Argentina, also a large cus- 
tomer, bought to the amount of $10,000,000 and 
sold $17,000,000. 

The only consolation we have is in the fact that 
our percentage of increase in sales was a little 
larger than that of any other of the leading na- 
tions, but only 1 per cent more than Germany’s 
percentage of increase. That nation is pushing 
her trade here as elsewhere in South America. 

In speaking of the cities of Brazil, it ts natural 
to begin with the chief city, especially when that 
city is the capital, but it is especially appropriate 
to speak of Rio de Janeiro first, because it over- 
shadows all the other cities of the nation in 
beauty as well as in population. But how can one 
describe Rio? Imagine a bay 20 miles long and 
five to ten miles wide—one of the best harbors in 
the world—studded with nearly a hundred islands 
of different sizes and shapes, and connected with 
the ocean by a narrow channel. Imagine moun- 
tains, some barren piles of stone and other clad 
in perennial verdure, rising from a thousand to 
twenty-five hundred feet high and hemming the 
bay in on every side, and then imagine a great 


city occupying the space between the sea and the

18,000,000 bags, and the single State of Sao Paulo 
9,500,000 bags. It will be seen from these fig- 
ures that Brazil produces three-fourths of the 
world’s supply, and that Sao Paulo produces 
nearly three-fourths of Brazil's share. The State 
of Sao Paulo exerts such a dominating influence 
over the trade that it is attempting to sustain the 
price ef coffee by forbidding the planting of new 
trees, except to replace old ones, and is endeavor- 
ing. to prevent what ét regards as excessive ex- 


if tion by imposing a 20 per cent tax on ship-

: exported. These measures were adopted with a 


‘view to giving stability to the security given 
by the State to some of its creditors, but it will 
not be surprising if it results in increased cultiva- 
tion of coffee elsewhere and, therefore, finally

is frequently made by Brazilians whose study of 
history has taught them the danger incurred by 
interference with economic laws. 

The State of Bahia, which lies northeast of Rio. 
is the center of the cocoa trade, about ’60,000,000 
of the 65,000,000 pounds of cocoa exported being 
produced there—at least, it passed through Bahta. 
the seaport of the State bearing that name. The 
Amazon River states, Amazonas and Para, furnish 
thé great bulk of the rubber. Some rubber is 
shipped from Bahia—one American firm -has 
2,000,000 rubber trees in that region, but of the 
$92,000,000 worth of rubber exported last yea 
‘Manaos, the capital of Amazonas, shipped almoa 
and Para, the capital of the 
State of Para, more than $38,000,000 wenth. the 
recent rise in the price of rubber has brought 
increased prosperity to these states. The city of 
Para, it may be added, incidentally, has, among 
other distinctions, three that I will ‘mention.

point you can look down upon the harbor and the 
city, and such a view as greets the eye can be 
seen nowhere else. It would seem impossible for 
the art of man to add to the magnificence with 
which nature has dowered this spot, but it has. 
The combination of water and land, of hill and 
glen, is made even more beautiful by the winding 
boulevards and the tile-roofed houses. Para- 
phrasing the eulogy once pronounced on _ the 
strawberry, I might describe the location of Rio 
de Janeiro by saying that doubtless God might 
have made a better site for a city, but that 
doubtless He never did. 

Within the last few years a large sum has been 
expended in improving the looks of Rio. A wide 
street called Central avenue has been cut through 
the city from the port of, landing to a point a 
little more than a mile distant, where the bay 
comes around on the other side, and this avenue 
is becoming the principal retail and office dis- 
trict. Large modern buildings are being erected 
along this avenue, and it has already won inter- 
national fame as a thorpughfare. The finest of- 
fice building is that owned and occupied by the 
Jornal de Commercio, the oldest and most influ- 
ential newspaper of Brazil. Dr. Jose Carlos Rod- 
rigues, the managing director and editor, is one 
of those rare spirits who appear from time to 
time and leave a lasting impression upon their 
generation and country. 

But to return to Rio.. Her Mayor, Senor Zerse- 
dello de Correa, is one of the most democratic 
is well as one of the most tireless officials 
whom I have met in South America. When I 
called upon him I found a crowd of men and 
women waiting for an audience, and learned that 
at stated hours he hears individual petitions, com- 
plaints and protests. Mayor Correa is actively 
at work widening streets, extending parks and 
otherwise beautifying the city. One of the im-

latest appliances for drying, hulling and sorting 
the coffee. 

\Santos, the shipping point for the State of Sao 
Paolo, has a splendid harbor. It is 2500 feet be- 
low Soa Paulo, and the road connecting the two 
cities has a monopoly of this immense coffee 
traffic. As every bag of Sao Paulo’s share of this 
product, which supplies the world with its break- 
fast beverage, leaves its toll with the railroad 


as it descends to the sea, the road is a veritable

upon the amount invested, there has been no 


stinginess in expenditure. The road is substan- 
tially built, has double tracks, and these are bal- 
lasted. The cars are carried from the sea level 
to the highlands by a wire cable ('n five sec- 
tions), and the protection against landslides and 
washouts is as complete as possible. The stone 
retaining walls and the paved drains remind 
one of the best railroad work in our great cities. 

Bahia, for two centuries the capital of Brazil, 
also has an excellent harbor. It is really two 
cities iff one—a business city along the shore and 
a residence city 260 feet above, with elevators 
and inclines connecting the two. 

Pernambuco, which is situated a little further 
north, is the center of the sugar and cotton !n- 
dustry. 

Bello Horizonte, the capital of Minas Geraes, 
is near the center of the most populous and one 
of the richest of the states of the Union, and, 
having been laid out for a capital, it is fast be- 
coming. one of the most attractive of the Bra- 
zilian cities. Considering the extent of broken 
country and the size of the rivers, railroad devel- 
opment is proceeding at a satisfactory pace. 
Brazil now has 11,000 miles of railroac in opera- 
tion, 2000 miles more under construction and an 
additional 3500 surveyed. Of this mileage, com- 
pleted and contemplated, the Federal Government 
owns almost half and administers a third of the 
remainder. The lines are being extended south 
toward Montevideo, the capital of Uruguay, and 
northeast toward Pernambueo. The Government

Like Washington, D. C., Rio is a district by 
itself, and the Federal Government takes pride in 
the improvement of the city.

It is @ 
megnificent structure, designed after the architect 
had inspected the leading libraries of the United 
States, and furnished with shelves, cases, etc., 
American make.

cently. 

One of the most beautiful institutions in the 
city is the Misericordia Hospital, which is sev 
centuries old and is supported by the income from 
a large endowment. It is surpassed by few hos- 
pitals in size and by none in completeness and 
care. The managing board is composed of prom- 
inent public-spirited citizens and the patients are 
cared for by Catholic sisters. There are 1200 
beds for the sick, and the report shows thal 
many eM ge cases have been received in 
year, & third of them foreigners.

The assembly hall built 
for the meeting of the Pan-American Congress, 
and now used for important public gatherings, is 
called Monroe Palace in honor of the President 
whose name has been given to that doctrine. — 

President Pecanha was as frank as other offi- 
cials in acknowledging Brazil’s indebtedness to 
the United States, and the same can be said of 
Marshal Hermes, the newly elected President, and 
Senor Barbosa, the defeated candidate. 

They have just concluded a presidential cam- 
paign in Brazil—the first real contest since the 
establishment of the republic. It was an actual 
contest, with speeches, editorials and other lit- 
erature. While the vote was very light in some 
places—there were less than 5000 votes polled in 
Rio, for instance—still, the campaign was in itself 
a step in advance, In Brazil they are passing 
from personal politics to party contests. They 
will in due time reach the platform stage, as we 
did, and make their fights over principles and 
policies. ‘ 

In Sao Paulo I visited the normal school, a 
flourishing institution established by an Amer- 
ican, Miss Brown, and still conducted along 
American lines. Two addresses of welcome were 


delivered in English, one by a professor and one ~ 
by a young man chosen from the student body; — 


a young lady recited an appropriate poem in Eng- 
lish, and the school then sang “America’”’* in 
English. The friendly sentiments expressed by 
those in attendance at thi¢ meeting were more 
significant than the courtesies extended by offi- 


cials; it was one of the most pleasant incidents 


of my visit to Brazil.

>. Of course there are excep- 

ait fad tions. Every man has his 

hobby, they say, yet we all know many men who have none, who have no interest 

whatever outside their work. Mr. Brown may be a golf enthusiast, he may enjoy a 

game of tennis, he may be a follower of some other outdoor sport. But the exercise 

he takes is seldom directed by any system. If.he is too busy, or too tired, as is often 

the case, he neglects to take his exercise. And before long he gets stale. Then his 
work suffers. 

Jeffries and Johnson, in their camps out in California, are merely types of men who 
are training for their work. Their aim is to make their bodies physically fit to 
stand the strain of forty odd rounds of great effort. That’s their business. They 
work with their bodies. But they have to use their brains as well, and they have 
learned that a healthy body is necessary to a strong brain. Let us see how they go 
about this training. 

Both Jeffries and Johnson know they have to follow the rigid curriculum laid down 
by their trainers. The “early to bed early to rise” maxim is followed implicitly by 
the retired champion and the present holder of the title. And the day is as busy for 
them, in their own way, as is the day or Lawyer Brown or Merchant Jones. 

The average day in both camps begins at 6 a. m. Before that the small army of 
trainers and handlers are up and busy preparing things. At 6 o'clock the pugilists 
arise, take a cold bath and are ready for the work laid out by the trainers.

In some places in Germany the servant girls could wear any- 
thing they wished and had the means to buy. Some may be mis- 
taken for their mistresses, from pictures in fashicn Journals, In 
patrician places like Hamburg and Luebeck the girls were ¢om- 
pelled to retain the attire of their native provinces. While it ts 
true that since the Middle Ages the apron has served as & kind of 
trade mark of the servant girl, still Dame Fashion in ber whims 
has often prescribed the apren as a special feature of my lady's 
dress. The bare arms were known all over Germany at one time 
and did not signify menfal occupation. In time, bowever, the bare 
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this effect as. early as 1816. 


arms were left exclusively to the servant girl and the mistress 
adopted the bare neck Later on the bare neck was accompanied 
by bare arms. 

While the real servant girl attire came with the nineteenth cen- 
tury, in case of one particular kind of service there was a special attire 
for women two centuries earlier. This is the attire of the attend. 
ants in bathing places. This attire 
must have grown out of the nature 
of the service itself. It consisted 
of a long shirt exclusively. This 
served a double purpose. It kept 
its wearer from becoming uncom- 
fortably warm while staying_all the 
time in the hot bath house and 
facilitated her work. 

How did the differentiation tn ate 
tire come about in the nineteenth 
century? The fashion journals of | 
the previous century tell us of its 
origin. The French Revolution in 
1789 brought with it changes in 
everything. What existed before 
had to go. Something new had to 
come in its place. Woman's attire 
of course suffered the same fate. 
Experiments began which resulted 
in the directofre or empire dress. 
The mistress was not alone in 
oor gt the new fashion. Her 
ma Ollowed suit. The servants j 
clung to the empire when the mis- Rue ge Her ‘Vrevines® — 
tress did away with it for herself. It underwent a few changes 
during the nineteenth century too. The style of sleeves was changed 
from time to time but the empire effect was the same, in the main, 
all through the century, although the mistress herself discarded

Then too, the bonnet remained 
with the servant girl when the 
mistress discarded it. At first the 
servants wore it because they 
thought {¢ made them look so much 
more like “ladies.” What was at 
first a matter of choice became in 
time a matter of custom. The serv- 
ant girl made her attire as at- 
tractive as she could. Ofteh it was 
so attractive that the mistress be 
came and envious. In Ham- 
burg the girls dressed so tliat they 
were the talk of the town, even 
though Hamburg in that day was 
a city where the pleasures of the 
senses had their full sway more 
than in any other part of Germany.

the fashion dictator for all Europe. Paris was behind in this respect. 
The custom of compelling servant girls to wear the attire of their 
native villages was abolished, for where fashion reigned supreme it 
would have looked incongruous to see a maid attired like a peasant 
oman. In this way Hamburg became the true originator of special 
servant girl costumes. 

From Hamburg the custom of 
having servant girls wear a kind 
of uniform was imported in other 
German cities, whence it traveled 
to France and other. European 
countries. Even the barmaids and 
waitresses began to wear dresses 
by which they were recognized. In 
the main these dresses were neat 
and serviceable at the same time. 
At one time an entire fashion lit- 
erature with its periodicals came to 
life, all dealing with the style of 
dress for servant girls, nurses and 
cooks. Paris began to have its say 
in matters of fashion and of course 
in matters of servant girl fashions, 
But most new wrinkles in servant 
girl attire came from Hamburg, 
where the custom really started. 

Bome of the German provinces 
adopted servant girl attire fashions 
of their own as can be seen from 
Costumes in muséums.. In some 
cases the attire was more deco- 
rative than serviceable.

T is no long2r fashicnable, 
nor professional, to have bent 
shouldeis. In the days when 
women thought it was styl- 

ish to have the Grecian bend or 
the kangaroo walk, shoulders 
were inclined forward on the 
plea that it was the dictum of 
style. Then there used to be the 
literary stoop, a distinctive char- 
acteristic of the student, so it 
was said. Common sense has 
shown that all there bent shoul- 
ders might better be called the 
consumptive stoop than anything 
else, for they have had much to 
do with the development in the 
United States of the white 
plague. 

How much this fact 
generally realized is evidenced 
by the censtant esarance of 
New contrivances to keen shoul- 
derg straight. The best wav to 
cure one of being round shoul- 
dered, however, is to make them 
sit straight, stand straight and

patience and care would have 
made impossible.
